bus who discovered America, but who failed 
to get a patent on it until A. Vespucins, esq., 
had filed a caveat and shut him out forever. 
It was rough on Columbus, but delays are 
dangerous, and he should not nave neglected 
his opportunities. 


Qenoa being purely a commercial city now, 


though it has a record hard to beat in other 
lines, we did not do much sight seeing except 
to gaxo at the outside of I wo or three dozen 
palaces, take a few otfbauil lessons in Geno- 
eae-Italian and visit tbe graveyard, or Cam- 
po Santo as they call it here. This, l>y tbe 
way, la tbe handsomest thing in nocropol 
itan architecture I ever saw.
